With Kennedy at 
Warm Springs they cannot but | 
recall the dread days of depres- 
sion and the blanket of despair | 
which lay heavily on homes and 
hearts until the ebullient courage | 
and bold moves of Roosevelt 
awakened hope and restored faith. 


Hoover Carts 

Those on the farms who are 
in middle age and older, will re-| 
member the ‘‘Hoover carts’ and 
the “Hoover dust.” They will re- 
call the grim jokes about run- 
ning down rabbits for a meal. 
They will talk again of mortgages 
foreclosed and the loss of all they 
had. In the towns they will think 
again of the closed banks and 
factories, of the weeks when there 
was no money and those who 
worked were paid in script or 
promises. 


Warm Springs will recall, too, 
that late April afternoon when the 
dogwood was in bloom in Georgia | 
and across the oceans the enemy | 
was near defeat, when the news 
came of Franklin Roosevelt's 
death. Men and women around 
the world remembered then, what 
they owed him. 


In the second of his debates, 
Sen. Kennedy said that party’s do 
mean something. They offer pro- 
grams. It is not enough to say 
merely what is. right with 
America, he argued, but more im- 
portant to say that all about us, 
in our economy and in our inter- 
national affairs, events testify to 
a weakening of our position. 


‘“‘We must be on the move,” he | 
tells the voters. “‘Do not vote for | 
me if you think there is a promise | 
of a softer, easier life.” There | 
are dark days and grim decisions 
ahead, he says. And America| 
must become stronger domestical- | 
ly and militarily, to meet them. 


There is in his rapid, staccato

tences.

These programs, which were de- 
signed to drain off men and their 
families from the industrial cen- 
ters where unemployment was 
great and return those, with farm 
backgrounds, to the land. It was 
by no means all theory. 


REA 

Rural Electrification, which has 
served not merely to take the 
burden of heavy work off the 
backs of farmers and their wives, 
but to hasten the agricultural revo- 
lution, was first discussed at 
Warm Springs. Roosevelt had a 
ready ear for those with ideas. 
Now and then he annoyed his 
staff by listening to persons with 
plans regarded as impractical. “I 
know,”” Roosevelt would say, ‘‘but 
one can never tell when a sound 
idea might come out of it.” He 
had a nostalgia for farming com- 
mon to many city dwellers. He 
himself would never have fitted 
into rural life, save in the coun- 
try squire manner. But, he was 
wise enough to know the farmer 
is America’s largest consumer, 
and if some of his ideas in this 
field did not work out, he could 
not be accused of standing still 
and waiting for something to turn 
up. 

The younger voters cannot con- 
ceive of the great depression. For 
them it is something on the pages 
of books or the stories told by 
‘older men and women.

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Rebel Band 
Smashed, 
Cuba Says

HAVANA (UPI) — The Cuban 
Government Sunday announced 
that it had virtually wiped out a 
counter-revolutionary band in the 
mountains of central Cuba. The 
government radio simultaneously 
reported the capture of part of an 
anti-Castro invasion force at the 
northeastern tip of Oriente prov- 
ince. 


The government charged that 
the United States was involved 
in both operations. 


It was alleged that one of the 
15 “‘counter-revolutionaries” ar- 
rested in Oriente province was an 
American. 


The Cuban people were prom- 
ised that Monday, when Premier 
Fidel Castro is scheduled to 
speak, they would be informed 
“regarding the operations of the 
group of gangsters and Yankee 
mercenaries that landed in Ori- 
ente province.” 


The government radio also sar- 
castically branded as “a poem of 


United States against a Cuban 
plane’s buzzing of a U.S. subma- 
rine. 


The ministry of defense charged 
that the mountain rebels totaling 
about 150 had been supplied by ‘“‘a 
Yankee four-motored plane violat- 
ing (Cuban) territory.” 


In a lengthy communique, the 
ministry said that last Sept. 29 
the plane dropped a shipment, 
including rifles, machine guns, 
antiaircraft guns, bazookas and 
hand grenades, by parachutes 
‘“‘camouflaged in green.” 


The communique was the first 
official admission of clashes be- 
tween the Escambray Mountain 
rebels, believed to be the major 


‘armed movement against Castro, 
and government forces. It was not

Rebuffs Ike 
On World 
Plebiscite 


NEW YORK (AP)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev pledged Sunday 
night that Russia would never 
start a war because his country 
already has everything it needs. 


At the same time, however, he 
refused to budge in his bitter 
opposition to Western stands on 
disarmament, Berlin, the United 
Nations and the future of Ger- 
many. 


He also scornfully rejected 
President Eisenhower’s proposal 
for a worldwide plebiscite giving 
people everywhere the right to 
determine their form of govern- 
ment. 


DENOUNCES “GARBAGE” 


Khrushchev, appearing on a 
television interview program, de- 
nounced as “garbage” any 
thought that Eastern European 
satellite peoples were not free un- 
der their Communist govern- 
ments. 


“Regarding the fact that these 
nations are captive,”’ he said, “I 
would not even wish to reply to 
such an opinion, which is garbage 
and should be thrown out of the 
head.” 


Khrushchey snapped at his in- 
terviewer, David Susskind, at one 
point, accusing him of not show- 
ing proper respect for him. 
BAYING AT MOON 

Susskind had interjected that 
Khrushchev was “baying at the 
moon” in one of his replies. 

“We don’t think it is polite to 
use such an expression,”’ Khrush- 
chev retorted hotly via an inter- 
preter. 


“IT have not come here to bay 
at the moon. I am chairman of 
the Council of Ministers of the 
greatest nation on earth. If you 
invite me you will please respect 
me. If not, don’t invite me.” 


The program, which was tele- 
vised at U.N. headquarters, was 
interrupted after 30 minutes for 
the first commercial. Apparently 
unknown to Khrushchev, it was an 
appeal for funds for Radio Free

Mobs set fire to builidngs and 
automobiles in Gwelo, about 150 
miles southwest of this capital, 
and stormed a bar in the non- 
white township of Highfields, out- 
side Salisbury. 


White reservists were called out 
to help regular police restore 
order in Gwelo, an _ industrial 
town of about 5,000 whites and 
20,000 Africans. The disturbance 
there was the more serious. 


MEETING IN DISORDER 


The trouble started when a 
meeting of the African Nationalist 
political party broke up in dis- 
order. 


Rioters set fire to stores and 
bakeries and then marched on a 
settlement containing people of 
mixed race who fled to police 
headquarters for protection. The 
African mob then threatened 
white settlements. 


Police used tear gas to disperse 
the rioters and there was no im- 
mediate resort to firearms. 


SMASH WINDOWS 


At Highfields, Africans broke 
windows of a bar that had refused 
admission to an African. Police 
said the demonstrators were brok- 
en into small groups. 


The trouble followed rioting 
Saturday night in which police 
gunfire killed seven Africans and 
wounded 60 to 70. 


Nineteen whites, including wom- 
en and children, were hurt by 
stones thrown by the African mob, 
WENT ON RAMPAGE 

The rioting — symptomatic of 
hair-trigger tempers here — was 
touched off when a white motorist 
ran into an African cyclist and 
killed him. Africans went on a 
rampage, setting fire to buildings 
and stoning cars and police. 

Police opened fire repeatedly 
with riot guns as the mobs raged 
for 10 hours.

Sen. John F. Kennedy is more wel- 
come to Georgia than he may suspect.

They do not want him to conclude that 
their civil rights position is weakening.

Moreover they have been care- 
ful not to antagonize the considerable 
body of Georgia opinion that is suspicious 
of his religion regardless of his assur- 
ances. 

Beyond these explanations, however, 
there exists a very real welcome to the 
Democratic nominee upon his visit to 
Warm Springs. 

There is admiration for the dingdong 
fight he is waging with the Republican 
nominee. There is a considerable patri- 
otic response to his bold demand for a 
strengthened America, revitalized to move 
ahead of communism. 

Above all, there is a deep and abid- 
ing loyalty to the party he represents, 
and to the President who died on the 
spot where today Sen. Kennedy symbol- 
ically seeks a new political life. 

Despite the reservations, the Demo- 
cratic nominee is welcome to Georgia.

Why Flirt with Death 
By Ignoring Signals? 


The Georgia Division of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society over a period of time 
has hammered away at the importance of 
observing danger signals of cancer. 

But as pointed out here by Dr. E. Cuy- 
ler Hammond, director of research for the 
society, too many people ignore the sig- 
nals. 

On the brighter side, though, is the 
work being done by nearly 2,000 research 
volunteers who are conducting a survey 
in Georgia. 

The questionnaires they ask citizens to 
answer, along with follow-up studies, will 
provide valuable information as to any 
pattern of similarity among those de- 
veloping various types of cancer. 

It could well be a factor in hastening 
a breakthrough in the prevention and 
treatment of the disease. 

Meanwhile, the best bet is to observe 
the danger signals and to have regular 
medical checkups.

College Park Geared 
For Good Investment 


A new pamphlet outlining a master 
plan for urban renewal of 323 acres is 
available to College Park citizens at their 
city hall. 

Much planning has gone into the 
four-stage, four-million-dollar project, 
including work by a 36-member urban 
renewal advisory committee and a pro- 
fessional firm. 

Not only is the program aimed at 
eliminating blight in the affected area 
but the committee points out that in- 
creased property values brought about 
by renewal should pay for the city’s 
share of the cost within 10 years.

Budget Balances Have 
Habits of Evaporating 


Optimistic budget estimates which 
earlier this year placed the nation’s 
surplus at $4,200,000,000 for the fiscal 
year 1961 have now been scaled down- 
ward by 75 per cent. 

If there’s a strong upswing in the 
economy, the budget bureau now fig- 
ures, we could have a surplus of as much 
figure but at least it will be a 
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pectations. While the bureau had antici- 
pated these profits to be about 51 bil- 
lion dollars, the new estimate is 47 bil- 
lions. This means a drop of about two 
billion dollars in taxes. 


How business and Congress each af- 
fect the federal budget, however, per- 
haps is best illustrated in the 1959 fig- 
ures. In that recession year, tax receipts 
were only $68,300,000,000 while spend- 
ing jumped to almost 81 billions. The 
result was the biggest deficit in history, 
$12,400,000,000. 

If business and Congress behave, the 
present outlook for the current fiscal year 
is receipts of $81,500,000,000 with spend- 
ing at $80,400,000,000 and a balanced 
budget. But remembering 1959, keep 
your fingers crossed!

More Mining Needed 
To Hit Gold in State 


The business picture in Georgia the 
first six months of this year was good, by 
and large, but at the same time there 
were blotches on it. 


Among the best features of the por- 
trait are the rise in bank deposits ac- 
companied by an increase in spending as 
reflected in department store sales, up 2 
per cent for the state as a whole and up 
4 per cent in Atlanta. 


On the darker side, though, are the 
harsh facts that farm income continued 
to drop; permits for new homes were off 
and insured unemployment was almost 25 
per cent higher. 


These factors point up the importance 
of livelier activity in bringing industry 
to Georgia. 

Although 1,600 new businesses came 
into the state seeking incorporation pa- 
pers the first six months of this year, 
there is a very real cause for concern over 
testimony presented before a Senate edu- 
cation subcommittee the other day. 


It boils down to this: Despite the num- 
ber of workers available, Georgia needs 
more skilled workers. 


Then, too, the need continues for tax 
reappraisals in a large number of Geor- 
gia counties. 


Efforts are being made at the state 
and, in some instances, local levels to 
lick problems that deter industry. But 
the tempo should be stepped up lest the 
keen competition from other states laces 
us so badly that our economy screeches.

Another Study Proves 
Seat Belts Save Lives 


Once again there is conclusive evi- 
dence that use of seat belts saves lives 
and prevents serious injuries in traffic 
mishaps. 

A study being conducted by the Na- 
tional Safety Council, the American Med- 
ical Assn. and other groups in Fort 
Wayne and Allen County, Ind., has been 
going on for almost a year. While 818 per- 
sons were injured in varying degrees in 
auto accidents in Fort Wayne from Janu- 
ary to July, there were no serious injuries 
among persons using seat belts. 


The same was true among 252 persons 
injured in mishaps in Allen County. None 
of the 20 persons killed in collisions in 
the city and county so far this year were 
using seat belts. 

The public is responding. In the six 
weeks before the study began in Febru- 
ary, only 341 belts were sold in the 
county. In all 1959 only 1,123 belts were 
sold. But between April 1 and J uly, 
this year, 1,918 were purchased. 

Numerous scientific studies have 
shown the value of seat belts. They save 
lives and prevent injuries in traffic. 


U.S. Should Increase 
Spending on Education 


In a report entitled “The Price of Ex- 
cellence,” the American Council on Edu- 
cation says Americans should spend 
money for higher education at the same 
level they do for national defense and 
highway development. 

That’s a big order. 

It’s a desirable one, though, and it 
may even be a necessary one. 

Though some are more reluctant than 
others, most national political leaders be- 
believe that the federal government will 
have to increase the proportion of spend- 
ing in the public sector in order to sur- 
vive. Higher education is certainly one 
area in which much more money is 
needed. 

Right now we spend about 1 per cent 
of our national income on colleges and 
universities. Our increasing population 
alone is a reason why this has to be 
drastically increased. |

And if we do not-know exactly 
where we are going, we certainly 
know we are going somewhere 
new. 

Long tradition gave a vice prvsi- 
dent nothing to hope for later, un- 
less his chief, the president, 
should die. Having been a vice 
president was, in fact, an ex- 
cellent way never to be delib- 
erately chosen for president. This 
time, the Republican presidential 
candidate, Richard Nixon, is not 
only a sitting vice president but 
one who reached the top nomi- 
nation with no real challenge. 


Long tradition had it that vice 
presidential candidates should be 
far more seen than heard—and 
not even seen overmuch. This 
time, the vice presidential candi- 
dates, Sen. Johnson and Henry 
Cabot Lodge, are campaigning 
with a no less loud vigor than 
their chiefs. They are stirring a 
public interest not incomparably 
smaller. 

Long tradition ‘had it that vice 
presidential nominees were in 
every way junior to the heads-of- 
ticket. This time, the older and 
more experienced men are run- 
ning happily in second place. 
They are reversing the old order 
in which the younger were al- 
ways crowding the footsteps of 
the older. 

Yesterday has become today 
and tomorrow. Nixon used to 
hold the copyright on the ‘“‘tough”’ 


campaign line. Now the elegant 
Lodge of yesterday is surely quite 
as “tough” — and often ‘“‘tougher”’ 
—as he barnstorms for the GOP. 
A little while ago Johnson, from 
his place of great power in the 
Senate, could disdain to speak at 
all. And when he did speak on 
any important matter he usually 
read from a carefully prepared 
text while Kennedy listened and 
ad-libbed from the back row. 
Now it is Johnson who is ad- 
libbing his way across the coun- 
try, sampling the pastrami in 
delicatessens, patting startled tots 
on the back, throwing away the 
written addresses and “giving 
"em hell’’ like Harry Truman. 
Finally, the most unassailable 
proof that we are indeed in chang- 
ing times comes from the West. 
In a recent foray into Oregon 
Richard Nixon was brought up 
short by a sign, held by a small 
boy, reading “Dick and Hank.”

But such achieve- 
ments run against the grain of 
many Americans and they do 
not pause to recognize the many 
gains we have made which 
make us the envy of peoples 
everywhere. 

This philosophy of success is 
deeply ingrained in our national 
life. 

Of course, our desire to be 
successful is valuable. It en- 
courages us to do our best, to 
put our best foot forward and 
to exert efforts which might 
otherwise remain dormant. Yet 
this desire to be successful may 
bring frustration for we cannot 
all succeed in a material way. 
Furthermore, our quest for suc- 
cess May make us unduly am- 
bitious and competitive. Suc- 
cess, too, may become the only 
goal toward which we strive. 

Perhaps we have thought of 
success in too limited a fashion. 
Dr. Lance Webb has written 
that ‘‘true success is in the la- 
bor, the striving, the becoming, 


not in getting, possessing or 
arriving. This must be your am- 
bition — pressing on, never ar- 
riving, always growing, becom- 
ing, creating, but without the 
strain of ego-striving, trusting 
your resources as you trust God 
whom you serve.” 

I would not downgrade the 
need and usefulness of money. 
We live in an economy which 
requires money for many of the 
good things in life. Many, but 
not all by a good deal. Money 
cannot secure happiness. There 
is no dollar sign attached to a 
genuine and enduring love. 
Truth, beauty, loyalty, a sense 
of well-being, the achievement 
of inner confidence and the out- 
going of one’s life into the lives 
of others—these things bear no 
price tags. Yet these things, 
more than anything else, are 
the real marks of successful 
living.

HOUSTON, Tex. — Howard 
Glenn, 25, a football player for 
the New York Titans, died in a 
Houston hospital Sunday night. 


The cause of death was not 
known and a doctor who attempt- 
ed to treat Glenn said an autopsy 
will be necessary before it can be 
learned. 


The doctor said Glenn wasn’t 
injured in the game. His death is 
the first in the .new American 
Football League. 


Glenn, a Negro from Vancou- 
ver, Wash.,, was taken to Her- 


mann Hospital here about 5:30 
p.m, — shortly after the New 
York-Houston Oiler football 


game. He was pronounced dead 
at 6:10 p.m. 


Dr. Franklin M. Rivers said 
Glenn wasn’t hurt in the game, 
or at least wasn’t hurt seriously 
enough to be noticed. 


Glenn was niored in last week’s 
game against Dallas Texans, and 
it was quite a while before he 
was revived. 


The doctor said Glenn returned 
to the bench after a series of 
plays and said hg felt tired. 


He was sent to the dressing 
room, the doctor said, and show- 
ered, took some salt pills and 
drank a soft drink. 


Later, Rivers said, Glenn be- 
came belligerent and wanted to 
fight. He became hysterical and 
went into a stupor, the doctor 
said, 


“He never came out of the 
stupor,”’ Rivers said. 

“It doesn’t seem to be heat 
prostration,” he said. “It was 
not the usual signs of heat ex- 
haustion.”’

Sew the bottom layer on first, 
then the second and then the 
top layer. Now, sew a small 
strip of rickrack at the waist. 


4. Make the head and face 
by cutting the sponge and a 
small scrap of fabric the size 


you desire. Glue the fabric to 
the sponge; glue the head in 
place on the cover: glue a 


ribbon bow to the head and 
then glue on the 2 black but- 
tons for the eyes. 


5. Sew on the artificial flower 
to the left hand. 


6. To make a loop for the 
cover to hang from, interlock 
rickrack to form the loop and 
then stitch in place at the top. 


7. With the right sides to- 
gether, stitch the 26-inch sides 
together allowing *%s inch for 
seam allowance. Press and 
turn to right side: 


Since felt runs 72 inches 
wide, you will have enough 
fabric in the 5% yard piece to 
make two covers and several 
other ideas you might have, 
such as covers for compacts, 
eyeglasses, books, etc.

What's New in Food 


‘Koldt Bord’ Speaks for Itself

NEW YORK — If food ever 
spoke for itself, it did just that 


at the luncheon which closed. 


the meeting of the Food Edi- 
tors Conference when the Dan- 
ish Information Office invited 
us to join and enjoy their Koldt 
Bord. 


To many, the Smorgasbord 
may be confused with the 
“Koldt Bord,”’ but they are def- 
initely not alike. 

Denmark has gained vast 
fame for the many foods that 
it exports. These foods include 
meats, cheeses, seafoods, and 
pastries. 


With the aid of Aage Rosted, 


but then neither can the wide 
assortment of cheeses that come 
from Denmark and that also 
goes for the Danish pastry that 
is served 


For the first time ever, real 
Danish pastry is on its way 
from Copenhagen and will be 
made available in frozen foods 
throughout the area. 


Each of the products contains 
over one quarter of a pound of 
highest grade butter in every 
package and the pastries can 
be eaten frozen, and when heat- 
ed become extra crispy and 
crumbly. 


The Danes have a few funda- 
mental principles that they keep 
in mind pertaining to good pas- 
try. 


First, the crust should be 
flaky and light. Second, the 


flakiness depends on the kind 
and amount of butter used. And 
finally, they feel that a good 
baked pastry has a bilistery, 
pebbly surface, indicating that 
it will be easily cut with a fork. 


After stuffing myself with 
these wonderful foods, Mr. Ros- 
ted insisted that I taste “‘Kran- 
sekage,” a delectable cake 
made of almond paste. 


I was so curious about the 
tasty little delights that finally 
one of the hosts parted with the 
recipe. 


KRANSEKAGE 


2 lbs. almond paste 
1 cup granulated sugar 
6 whites of egg 


Mix well and bake very 
slightly; then take out the mix- 
ture and shape the paste into 
graduated rings (later placed 


one on top of the other). Spray 
with thin strips of sugar icing, 
put back in oven and finish 
baking. 


If you're looking for a new 
dessert for serving, don’t miss 
the chance of serving kranse- 
kage. Everyone will love you 
for it. 


All of the foods were so fla- 
vorful that I wondered if the 
Danish people cooked. with 
wines, but Mr. Roster soon set 
me straight on this subject. 
“No, we use a lot of Danish 
butter in our foods,"’ he replied, 
“and this is what contributes 
the foods rich flavor.” 


Rich is exactly what the lunch 
was, and colorful isn’t the ad- 
jective that does justice for the 
heavily ladened ‘“‘Koldt Bord,”’ 
but then you would have to see 
it to believe it.

He has 
earned many honors, both in- 
dustrial and scholastic. His col- 
leagues and their wives know 


him well. They sat back, await- 


ing the refreshment in inspira- 
tion he is said to carry in his 
very presence. 


And he did not talk of elec- 
trical power. He talked of the 
power of the brain, of the spirit, 
of the will. Dr. Martin is chair- 
man of the Southern Research 
Institute, which was organized 
19 years ago when the South 
was tired of being called the 
nation’s Number One economic 
problem, The Institute was 
founded on the idea that what 
industry might bring to the 
South was not half as important 
as what science might discover 
inside the South. 


He spoke of cancer, a force 
more formidable, more fearful, 
than megatons of explosives, 
and of studies that have re- 
cently linked it with viruses. 
Southern research has been in 
the forefront of a breakthrough 
sure to be made in the conquest 
of that enigma of nature. 


He talked of indispensable 
men, and he said there were 
those without whom society 
could not have advanced. How, 
he asked, could we have dis- 
pensed with the contributions 
and characters of a Thomas Edi- 
son and a Charles F. Kettering? 


He referred to a conference 
held in 1957; before a sputnik 
appearance on “The Age of 
Space,’’ another on the intrigu-

Johnson 
Hits Nixon 


On Rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Lyndon B. Johnson, in effect, 
Sunday night accused Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon of hypoc- 
risy on civil rights. 

The Democratic vice presiden- 
tial nominee said Nixon, in try- 
ing to win votes in both the North 
and South, had two sets of speech- 
es — a “Dixie speech and a 
northern speech.” 


Johnson said his own policy 
was to maintain the same stand 
in both the North and South— 
support of the Democratic plat- 
form, which includes a strong civil 
rights plank. 

As Senate majority leader, 
Johnson said he had shepherded 
through Congress the only two 
civil rights measures enacted in 
the last 80 years. By contrast, 
he said, ““Nixon’s party’’ had done 
nothing in the field of civil rights 
when it controlled Congress. 


Johnson’s remarks, made on a 
nationally broadcast television 
program (NBC-Meet the Press), 
appeared to be in reply to Nix- 
on’s charge the Texas senator 
should not be running for vice 
president because of his Southern 
background. 


The Texas Democrat, who has 
been criticized by Nixon for his 
Southern background, said he be- 
lieved the recent Congress had ob- 
tained the best legislation ‘“‘at- 
tainable’” in the field of civil 
rights, considering the circum- 
stances. 


“I would like to note,” he 
said, “that only two civil rights 
measures have been enacted in 
the last 80 years and both were 
enacted under Democratic - con- 
trolled Congresses.”

Red Gains 
Feared in 
Laos Talks 


VIENTIANE, Laos (#—There is 
growing apprehension here that 
peace talks opening in Vientiane 
Tuesday will result in Communist 
gains in Laos. 


The prospect is regarded with 
extreme gravity by Westerners 
because it would give the Com- 
munists a foothold in the heart of 
Southeast Asia. 


The talks are aimed at settling 
more than six years of civil war 
with the pro-Communist Pathet 
Lao guerrillas. 


Premier Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma came to power less than two 
months ago and since then he has 
maintained the only hope for 
peace in Laos lies through com- 
promise with the Pathet Lao. He 
says he is confident he can win 
such a peace.

Questioned about the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly vote Friday against 
taking up the question of Red 
China's admission to the world 
body, Lodge rejected the sugges- 
tion that the U.S. stand against 
admission was losing ground. 

“We won,”’ he said. ““No amount 
of logic - chopping can change 
that."” He said the fact that most 
of the newly admitted members 
of the U.N. abstained from the 
vote did not amount to a defeat 
for the U.S. “We can’t ever ex- 
pect to have automatic voting ap- 
preval.”’

“I must confess,” Robert W.

broadcaster. 


“In July, 1952, the idea was 
put forward by Blair Moody, for 
many years the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Detroit News 
and at that time a U. S. sena- 
tor from Michigan. It was an 
idea that quickly seized the 
imagination of 

Sarnoff recounted that NBC 
promptly acted on Moody’s idea 
by wiring both 1952 candidates 
that its facilities would be avail- 
able for such debates. This of- 
fer was declined, he said, and 
it quickly developed that the 


“equal-time” law would have 


blocked the project in any case.

ing. 

He also gives a wrap-up of 
each game, commenting on 
points of interest to bridge 
aficionados. 


Chico, eldest of the Marx 
Brothers, is retired after an al- 
most 50-year career in show 
business. He lives in Beverly 
Hills, Calif., and plays bridge 
“three or four times a week.” 
He’s been in competition with 
most of the nation’s foremost 
bridge players. 


Gerber, of Houston, Tex., has 
more than 2,000 Master Points, 
putting him near the top of all- 
time bridge rating. His many 
victories include winning the 
Masters Knockout Team cham- 
pionship. He says he is looking 
forward to teaming up with 
Mrs. Kemp “because she bids 
and plays like a man.”
